SPEECHES ON 1Ht LAKE-FRONT. 


An Aadience of 25,000—Orators Pay Their 
| _ Respects te the Mayor. 

In the wake of the procession came pour- 
ing into the Lake-Front Park a number of 
people equal to that of the procession. Many 
had ga red there before the procession ar- 
rived, ana the total of the people who filled 
the park and tried to listen to the speeches 
was about 25,000. The seamstresses did not 
march in the procession, but enough of them 
were in the park to:oblige the speakers to 
begin their addresses with “Ladies and 
Gentlemen.“ 5 


The orowd was divided between two car- 


riages that were used as platforms. One 
stood halt a block south of Congress street, 
the other opposite the Studebaker building. 
From both piatforms speeches were made. 
At the south end the. speakers hit Mayor 
Cregier hard and often for failing to be pres- 
ent and even failing to send a platoon of po- 
lice to head the procession. Mike Hardy of 
the Bricklayers’ Union was particularly 
wroth over the latter piece of neglect,” as 
be called it. They promised to send it,” 
he said.

He reviewed the 
history of the eight-hour ment and the 
gradual reduction of work us hours from 
fourteen toten. The de in pauperism 
and crime he attributea largely to the work 
of the trades-unions. He favored compul- 
sory education and protested against the em- 
ployment of children, Whose lives were 
ground to gold-dust for their employers. Ine 
reduction of hours woula not injure the em- 
ploying carpenters, and the increase in 
wages would only give thé contractors a 
chance to increase their profit. The cam- 
paign of the contractors st the car- 
penters had been one of lies and misrepre- 
sentations. The tariff question was also 
touched, the speaker claiming that the work- 
men had no protection but in their unions. 


Judge Prendergast said he believed in the 


justice of tne eight-hour movement. He was 
filled with admiration for the peaceabie, 
law-abidiag, yet firm stand of the carpen- 
ters. It was the right of every man to join 
a union and to urge others to join. But 
every right bad its limits, and he was glad 
that the limits had been respected in the car- 
pepters’ strike. He believed in unions, but 
they must be free. Tyranny had no place 
among them. 

Employers were beginning to, learn that 
eight hours’ intelhgent labor Was more pro- 
ductive than ten hours’ grumbling, dissatis- 
fied work. The great outpouring ought to 
set the Legislatures to thinking about tne 
gravity of the situation. He favored arbi-

II is understood that several other wit- 
nesses testified before the grand jury against 
the various indicted persons, but their names 
have been suppressed for prudential reasons. 
Horn, Lynch, Brown, and Collins are in 
jail in default of $2,000 bail each. Mitchell, 
„Capt.“ White, and Dingwall are missing. 
Of the three indictments against Corcoran 
one charges general conspiracy to defeat the 
election law. Another charges that he un- 
lawfully, willfully, knowingly, corruptly, and 
feloniously dia aid, counsel, advise, procure 
and assist forty persons to falsely and felon- 
iously personate certain electors and to false- 
ly and feloniously vote in and upon tile name 
of said electors.” Tne third indictment 
simply charges bim with having feioniously 
procured Horn to vote several times contrary 
to law in we Twenty-tourth Ward. 
WITH THEIR BONDSMEN, 
The indictments were returned into court 
shortly before 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
Capiases were issued immediately and were 
about to be served on McAbee and Corcoran. 
A city detective had given the two Demo- 
cratic statesmen a tip beforehand. They 
were at the Criminal Court with their bonds- 
mon and attorneys about the time tae Sher- 
iff's officer was looking around Corcoran’s 
saloon tor the owner. The latter was accom- 
panied by Eugene Bassier, ex-saloonkeeper 
and present livery-stable proprietor, Charles 
P. Newberry, and George Wilson, a saloon- 
keeper. They readily qualified in $15,000 for 
Corcoran and afterwards in $5,000 for Mo- 
Abee. McAbee ana Corcoran then left the 
Crimmal Court Building in company with 
Attorney McKeogh and their bondsmen. 
No one offered to go on the bond 
of Lynch, Collins, etal. Mitchell, who was 
jointly indicted with them, is a well-known 
character about town.

Michael Healy, the next speaker, said that 
Franklin in his time said that with a proper 
distributon of the products of labor six 
hours’ work was ample to produce enough to 
support the human family. With the great 
ad vances made since that. time in labor-say- 
ing machinery much less time was necessary. 
He had seen the time when people worked 
twelve and fourteen hours If the working-

of labor could be regulated afterwards.

Violence should not be 
used; it only retarded progress, as was 
shown afew years ago, There should be a 
fairer distribution of the products of labor. 
It was not fair that one man should have 
$1,000,000 and another starve. The workmen 
themselves were to blame for not sending 
more Lawlers to Congress.

ILLINOIS COAL MINERS TO STRIKE, 


The Three-Days’ Cenference Results in 
Failure to Agree UDoon Terms. 

There will be no more coal dug in any of 
the northern or middie nor in some of the 
Southern coal districts of Illinois for an in- 
definite period. This is the result of the 
three-days’ conference between the operators 
and miners. When the joint-committee met 
yesterday morning it was thought 
that all it had to do 
bring about an amicable settlement 
was to perfect a plan agreed upon the even- 
ing before to adopt the profit-sharing system. 
During the night, however, the operators 
discovered that tney had left outof their 
calculation the day laborers, and if they, too, 
had to have a share of the profite at tne fig- 
ures upon which the plan was based there 


Would be no profit left satisfactory to the 


mine-owners. After three hours of discussion 
the operators’ committee through A. L. 
Sweet reported to the, convenwon that 
it had been unable to accomplish 
anything. He repeated a desire to pay 
an advance, but said again it was im- 
possible unless the operators in the Southern 
fieids could be made to pay the same wages 
to their men. The discussion lasted for two 
hours and then the joint convention ad- 
journed sine die. : 

The miners weot mto executive, session 
and after four hours of deliberation decided 
to strike. They hope to reopen negotiations, 
and can do so if they can secure the codpera- 
uon of the Southern miners. They will lay 
the whole matter before the Executive Board 


of the National Union, and their decision will 


determine whether or not the strike shail be 
prolonged. 

Master Workman Scafe said: “We will 
do everything in our power to avert this 
strike. We will begin active missionary 
work among the Southern miners, and hope 
the operators will reconsider their action, 
for without the advance they ask or the 
adoption of the profit-sharing system the 
miners will make this the fight of their lives 
and for their. lives.” : 

The operators and miners of Indianatbi- 
tuminous fields were present at the conven- 
tion, but took no part. They met last evening 
at Gore’s Hotel for the purpose of arrang- 
ing a scale for the current year. The miners 
want a general advance in wages, but the 
operators said they could not and would not 
pay a cent in advance of the present scale. 
The meeting was held with closed doors. At 
midnight no agreement had been reached.

“Shoot him.“ He preferred to give a little 
candid advice to the Government to the 
effect that they had better get rid of 
him soon; otherwise Munro might be the 
cause of a revolution of the working 
class. His action was illegal, and such con- 
duct was fit only for Russia or some other 
despotic country. The men present at the 
meeting, he said, emphatically gave the lie 
to such as said that the workmen took no in- 
terest and showed no enthusiasm in the pro- 
posed emancipation of laber. They had ini 
tiated a new hope for labor,“ its absolute 
consolidation throughout the entire world. 


They meant to bring the hours of 
labor dow to eight hours a day.

Workers wotid secure their own final ewan- 
cipation alone by gmeans of organization. 
They would take no heed of any political 
party. At the close of tue meeting resolu- 
tions would. be telegraphed to their brothers 
on the Continent, as Munro’s edict had al- 
ready been. In conclusion he warned the 
authorities that May 1 next would be cele- 
brated in London m a manner that would 
surprise them. The resolution carried was 
as follows: 

This meeting emphatically condemns the 
tyrannical and despotic conduct of the Govern- 
ments all over the worid tor preventing the work- 
ers from celebrating their labor boliday May 1, 
and calls upon the industrial portion of the com- 
munity in all countries to federate with a view 
to abolish the cutthroat system of competition 
and put an end to the wage slavery which keeps 
them in a degraded and demoralized condition 
and a state of semi-starvation while their mas- 
ters profit and live in affluence, comfort, luxury, 
and splendor.

THE EIGHT-HOUR DEMONSTRATION. 

The workingmen have had their eight-hour 
demonstration and the Ist of May has passed 
away quietly and in as good order as any 
other popular holiday. The procession was 
a very large one and moved punctually and 
without obstruction at any time to its ren- 
dezvous on the Lake Front. The carpenters 
had the right of*the line and far outnum- 
bered any other organization. They repre- 
sented indeed the only “striking” element, 
the other factions of the labor pageant being 
trades and labor unions that were improving 
a holiday toshow their sympathy with the 
movement set on foot by the former. Large 
crowds assembled to see them and at times 
cheered their mottoes and legends and üp- 
plauded any society which showed a spe- 


| cially handsome bearing or martial appear- 


ance, the Turnvereins, for instance. It was 
a large tufnout, but still it represented only a 
small minority of .the wageworkers of Chi- 
cago, and the thousands who marched over 
the route were greeted by thousands more 
who were earning a day's wages and who in 
the noon hour thronged windows and walks 
and chaffed the passers-by good-naturedly. 
Tne salient features of the procession 
were its good nature, good order, quietness 
and discipline, and the reasonable and 
pacific character of the mottoes upon its 
banners. It showed that since 1886 working- 
men have been learning something and that 
they have emancipated themselves from the 
dangerous heresies of socialism and have no 
sympathy with the violent methods of 
anarchism. There were no red flags in this 
great procession. The Star-Spangied Banner 
was a good engugh flag for them to march 
behind. There were no incendiary mottoes 
breathing batred for capital, no banners 
bearing legends of hostility to law and order, 
no appeals to popular passion against schools, 
sem e corporations, and employers. The 
appeal for the eight-hour day was the most 
nent, and there was a very general de- 
mand for arbitration as the best method of 
settling labor relations, 
‘The workingmen of Chicago, or that 
portion of them which engaged in this dem- 
tration, are therefore to be congratulated 
upon their good feeling and good order. Now 
that they have had their demonstration and 
play-day is over the serious, earnest work 
begins, and if it is left to the arbitrauon of 
thoughtful, intelligent men it ought ‘to be 
speedily and quietly settled. Fortunately,

MUNICIPAL COLLUSION WITH CRIMINALS.

| A TAX-EATER’S CLAMOR FOR BONDS AND 
| BOODLE, 


. “As the hart panteth after the water 
brooks,” sodo Mayor Cregier, his subordi- 
nates, and tbe Chicago Tammany pant after 
bonds, which are the fountain and water 
brooks of boodle. The Mayor’s new evening 
organ told Wednesday of a conference be- 
tween the Mayor and the heads of depart- 
ments regarding the advisability of adopting 
| some means by which the city could increase 
its bonded indebteduess, and thus get money 
to meet “its rapidly growing needs.” As 
ba amendment to the Constitution is hard to 
get, this doubtless means a shoving up of 
the assebsments. Tun Trinune long ago 
stated that this would be the policy of the 
Chicago New Tammany. 

The reasoning of Mayor Cregier and his 
cabinet officers was simple. They pointed 
out the fact that New York, Brooklyn, Paila- 
delphia, Boston, and St. Louis had larger 
debts than Chicago per capita. Therefore 
Chicago should jump in and emulate them. 
Therefore the city should throw away the 
enormous advantage it has derived from a 


small debt and iow taxes, than which no 


other agency has done more to build up its 
‘business. Because New York Tammany 
boodiers stole and wasted tens of millions 
and thus heaped up a colossal debt; because 
Brooklyn boodlers emulated the rascals 
across the river; because Philadeiphia Alder- 
men wasted some money, therefore Chicago 
must make a big debt so that our Tammany 
may have a grand time eating the proceeds. 
The reasoning is not sound, 

Let Chicago alone and it will have debt 
enough to satisfy the reasonabie ambition of 
any one. The consolidated debt of the new. 
city is $18,600,000. The county, which is but 
little more than another name for the city, 
owes five and a half.millions. There is about 
three millions in park debts. That runs the 


total up to $22,100,000. The sanitary district, 
which is almost another name for the city. 1s 


entering on a work which will necessitate 
the issue of ten millions in bonds and ten to 
fifteen millions of the taxes. Therefore in a 
fow years there will be a bonded debt of 
over thirty-two millions, which will be more 
than the thirty millions Philadelphia owes— 
and that is all it does owe, for there are no 
county and park debts there ‘or in New York 
or other Eastern towns. . 
To what can New-Yorkers point with 
pride when, they talk of the nitety-one 
millions they owe? Most of it was stolen by 
Tammany. Rotten wharves, a badiy-built 
city ball, and a few other curidsities remain 
as the representatives of wasted millions. 
Chicage owes as yet but little comparatively, 
but what has it to show for that little? A 
deepened canal, half filled up with sediment, 
school-houses that will soon have to be re- 
placed by new ones, a lake tunnel and crib 
which no longer answer their purpose, old 
rusty water pipes which are too small and 
are being replaced each year by larger ones, 
uad a few sewers which should have been 
built by special assessment. 
The county can show a dingy Court-House, 
a tumble-down Criminal Court building, and 
little else, A full million of its indebtedness 
represents the late stealings of the boodlers, 
and that is the meaning of most public debts. 
They were contracted either to cover pre- 
vious boodling or to open a field for the ac- 
tivity of boodlers who were unable to run up 
debts and who had to have cash on hand that 
they might steal. The Chicago Tammany is 
hungry.

THE | RESPITE OF KEMMLER. 

The murderer Kemmier, whose case has 
accupied public attention so long, has now 
secured another respite, Judge Wallace of 
the United States Circuit Court in New York 
having granted a writ of habeas corpus, re- 
turnable June 17, so that the trial of execu- 
tion by electricity will be deferred for an in- 
definite time. 

It is understood that the action of Kemin- 
ler’s counsel is based upon the alleged un- 
constitutionality of the law providing for 
this method of execution as set forth in the 
eighth articie of the amendment to the Na- 
tional Constituwon, which declares against 
‘cruel and unusual punishment.” The same 
‘provision in the New York. State Constitu- 
uon had already been passed upon by the 
Court of Appeals, afd it is the opinion of 
constitutional lawyers that the Supreme 
Court of the United States has already set- 


ion, setting forth thatthis very article ap- 
plies to Nationa) and not to State legal viola- 
wons. 

This, however, is neither here nor there in 
law. The writ granted by the court affords 
an opportunity to Kemmier’s lawyers to de- 
lay the operation of sentence ad infinitum. 
He will not be brought before the court un- 
Ul June 17. The arguments will occupy con- 
} siderable time and it may be weeks before a 
decision will be handed down. If the decis- 
jon is in Kemmler’s favor it will be a happy 
day forhim. If it goes against him his coun- 
sel will take the case up to tne United States 
Supreme Court, and when that court Will 
hand down a decision no one can say.

A HINT TO THE WOMEN OF CHICAGO 

The Ladies’ Health Protective Association 
of New*York City has entered upon a eru- 
sade against the dirty streets and proposes 
to organize public sentiment so that tne rot- 
ten Tammany officials shall be obliged to 
clean them. They are going to rouse the cit- 
izens to compel the authorities to do their 
duty. Here is a useful, practical hint for the 
women of Chicago. The men of the city, 
the merchants, the men’s clubs, and prop- 
erty-owners have complained, protested, 
begged, and beseeched the political ruling 
race which administers this city for politics 
and nothing else to clean the streets and al- 
leys, Dut nothing is bemg done, Under the 
Roche Administration the streets were 
cleaned at least once a week. Now some of 
them are not cleaned at all and others not 
once a month. The cleauers go through some 
streets once in four or tive weeks, collect the 
dirt into heaps, and leave it there for a week, 
by which time the wind has blown it all over 
the streets again. The garbage collectors do 
not coliect the garbage in the alleys. They 
‘only take the ashes which are not filthy, and 
leave the garbage and litter, unless they are 
feed by property-holders to take it away. 
Under the Cregier-Wickersham political Ad- 
ministration the streets of Chicago are not 
cleaned, the alleys are not cleaned, and never 
before were the streets and alleys so filthy. 

THe Täinuxs has already demonstrated 
that the work can be done. It has shown 
that the money can be raised by adding 20 
per cent to the license fees, which would. 
give a yearly fund of half a million dollars 
for this purpose. What remains, therefore, 
is to find some way of compelling the city 
authorities to do the work. Tue TRIBUNE 
believes that the active, energetic women in 
the various wards, if they would organize 
and work in concert, could bring a pressure 
to bear on Aldermen and upon the whole 
City Administration that would compel them 
to do their duty and clean up the streets and 
alleys.

The Supreme Court Liquor Decision. 

The vast power which is possessed by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States receives a 
fresh and striking illustration in its decision re- 
garding probibition yesterday. After Iowa en- 
acted a prohibitory law a firm of brewersin Pe- 
oria, III., sent some of their beer in sealed kegs 
and cases by railroad to Keokuk, where their 
agent, a non-resiaent, offered it for sale in the 

— packages. The liquor, was seized by the 
City Maishal, and the brewers brought suit 
against him, allcging that the seizure was uncon- 


„stitutional and void, as in violation of the 


clause of the Federal Constitution which gives 
Congress the exclusive right to regulate inter- 
State commerce. The local court decided in 
favor of the brewers, but the-Supréme Court of 
lowa reversed its decision, and an appeal was 
then taken to the highest tribunal in the country. 
The Supreme Court at Washington now overrules 
the Supreme Court of Iowa, and decides that the 
transportation of liquor from one State to an- 
other is a matter of Inter-State commerce which 


| Congress alone can regulate, and that the right 


of transportation of an article of commerce from 
one State to anotherincludes by impli 

cation the right of the consignee to sell it in un- 
broken packages at the place where the traus- 
portation terminates. The decision was con- 
curred in by six Judges, the other three dissent- 
ing, and it carries the weight of authority as 
well as of numbers, inasmuch as the majority in- 
cludes Justice Miller, the generally recognized 
leader ot the bench, as well as Justices Bradley

Wheat Goes Up sad the Bulls Are Conse- 
quently Jubilant. | 

The exciting advance in wheat made the 
bulls uproariously jubilant. A rise of 5 cents 
in May wheat and 4\¢ cents in July upset the 
entire fabric of bear operations. May and 
June wheat sold at 94 cents and July at 92 
cents. Cold, dry weather in the Northwest, 
threatening the spring wheat in its first 
stage of growth, in addition to the damage 
already done to the winter wheat, supplied 
the motive power of the fierce whirl which 
characterized the trading. 

The excitement started on the curb where 
an advance to 89 cents for July took place, or 
a rise of 144 cents over the point it left off at 
the previous afternoon. When the signal 
was given to open trading tne shouts were 
deafening. So many prices were called that 
the exact opening quotation was a matter 
of compromise and was put at 88 cents. In 


two ticks of the clock it was 89, and in two 


seconds more back again to 884. It started 
again and struck 8944, recoiling to 89, and 
made another bound to 90.

In the department of early typography are 
rare specimens of the work of the early printers, 
who in the first years of their great invention 
carried the art toa perfection which it has never 
attained since. The * Psalterium cum Oanticis” 
of 1459 is said to be the costliest book ever sold, 
as it is unquestionably the finest; example of or- 
namental: printing ever achieved. There are 
only eight copies extant of this Work, which was 
the second book printed with a date, the second 
issued from the press of Fust and Schoeffer. We 
have, too, the last book printed by this firm and 
the first printed by Schoeffer after Fust's death 
in 1467. Gutenberg’s press is also re 
In fact, the history of early printing can be 
studied here, the various influences to which it 
yielded when the capture of Mentz in 1462 —— 
tered the first journeymen printers in distat 
lands and caused the establishment of presses 
everywhere. Some of the richest specimens 
came from the Venetian presses of Jenson and 
Vindelin about 1478, folios printed on vellum and 
illuminated as splendidly’as the medieval man- 
uscripts. Eight specimens of the Aldine classics 
are dated twenty years later. One of them 1s the 
Greek and Latin Musaens de Heron et Leat- 
dro,“ the first book Aldus printed in fulfillment 
of his resolution to place pagan thought within 
reach of Christian Europe. Five books are from 
Caxton s presses—two of them, including the fa- 
mous Game and Play of Chesse "’—having been 
produced at Bruges and the others in England. 
They are specimens of printing which make us 
weep for our erqvnerecy.

Arctic Sea to be open and the climate mod- 
erate? And is it possibie to do by means of 
dynamite what Nature bas unaccountably 
omitted to do? These points are discussed 
ina pamphlet oy Mr H. A. H. Dunsford, C. 
E., which nas just been published. 

We need only suppose for a moment 
(writes Mr. Dunsford) how matters py so 
stand if the ice-cap were removed from 
North Pole. The two warm streams would 
in that case flow in exactly the same course 
that they now take, but instead of becoming 
‘chilled, as is the case at present, would flow 
past the pole and southward as warm sireams 
stil: They would effectually keep the ice 
from reforming and doaway with we excess- 
ive cold of the Arctic regions altogether. 
Nature is, in fact, working toward 
that end, for the climate of the 
northern part of the Northern hemi- 
sphere hus been steadily ameliorating ever 
since commencement of the historic 
period. In the time of the Roman Republic 
the rivers in Gaul used to freeze over in 
winter, and Koman writers represent Ger- 
many as a land of frozen morasses. Com- 

the climate at present enjoyed by thase 
vountries with this 89 and it will be 
at once apparent how great a change in 
climate must have gradually taken place. 
Ine records of thé Hudson Bay company 
also show that ‘the. wiuter on 0 
snores of Hudson Bay has grown 
shorter at the rate of one day in ten 
years, the season during which the sea is 
open for navigation be.ag now twenty days 
lon than it was 200 years ago. About the 
years 1815-1818 the ice barrier on the east 
coast of Greenland began to break up, as 
was noted at the time by Sir John Barrow, 
who rded it as one ot the moskimportan 
though least noticed, events in the history o 
the world. All this is evidence that the ice 

r is being steadily driven further 
north, and will even ally leave a channel 
by which the Japan current can flow un- 
checked through tue Polar Sea from 
Beurme Straits to the Atlantic, in 
which case the existence of the remainder of 
the ice cap will be but of short duration, for 
it the warm currents can actually reach the 
ice they will soon solve the question without 
human assistance. At present they do not 
reach it: for the ice cap blocking the w 
leaves no outlet for them (the warm currents 
being. of course, surface water), and their 
course is arrested long before they come near 
it by a wide belt of cold water, for which 
there is no outlet except that the coldest part 
of it escapes by flowing under the ice to 
form the cold streams. | 

As for the proposition that we can open thé 
sea, we must remember that the ice is not of 
great thickness, tnat we have now powerful 
explosives thatare perfectiy effective when 
frozen, and wat every mass of ice detached 
on the course of a stream flowing southward 
will float away of itself.. I do not, 
of course, mean to imply that it will 
be easy, but that it is within our power 
to make a channel wide enough for a 

rt of a warm stream to pass without 


all its heat on the way. We may 


notice also that explorers have reported open 
sea to tne north of Greenland, and that the 
accounts that they have given us are circum- 
stantial and cannot well be doudted. The 
main barrier with which we shail have to 
deal will be the belt of ice north and north- 
west of Greenland. Of course, until it is 
completed, the channel will freeze over every 
winter; but Ido not think that the removal 
ice thus formed will be 80 
serious a difficuity as might be expected. 
Te ice deug caused mereiy by the 
- freezing of the channel will be smooth, not 
hummocky, and after + first. snowfal n 
be traversed easily by sledges or dog-trains, 
sO that s or submerged mines can be 
laid, enabling tne ice over any desired length 
of section to be broken up instantaneously 80 
soon as the winter is over. 

The advantages to be gained by the open- 
ing of the sea and the amelioration of 
the climate can scarcely be overesti- 
smated. The rendering habitable of the 
shores of the Arctic and the growth 
there of civilized communities; a 
direct route to the Pacific and an immense 
ncrease of trade with the Pacific coasts of 
| America and Asia; lands suitable for coloni- 
zation, within easy reach of Great Britain, 
and which in greatpart belong to the British 
Empire; valuable fisheries; a considerable 
auu increasing trade in the Arctic itself; 
and comparative if not total immunity from 
storms in the North Atlantic, the principalf 
not the only causes of storms being the 
difference in temperature between the poles 
and the tropics.

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CALVARY CEMETERY OFFICIALS. — 


The Cronin Memorial Committee Also In- 
terested—Evauston People Think That 
the Barial Grounds Are Getting Toc. 
Near the Source of Their Water Supply 
or, Cronin Buried in the Prohibited 
District. | 

The Board of Trustees of the Village of 
South Evanston and the authorities of Cal- 
vary Cemetery are at loggerheads about the 
burial of bodies in that portion of the ceme- 
tery bounded by the lake shore and a lire 
drawn parallel to it 900 feet inland. The 
Cronin Memorial Association is a party to” 
the quarrel, and the Calvary authorities 
backed by the association hope to win in the 
legal tight that is pending. 

The north line of the cemetery, extended 

to Lake Michigan, is about two blocks south 

of the village waterworks supply. Last 

February we trustees as a sanitary measure 

prohibited the burial of bodies within 900 

feet of the lake, but several interments have 

taken place there since the passage of the 
prohibitory ordinance. The vault intended 

for the recepuon of the remains of Dr. P. H. 

Cronin is situated in the prohibited terri- 

tory, and hearing of this the village board 

instructed Frank K. Briggs, its attorney, to 
take steps to prevent the further violation 
of the ordinance. He intended to apply for 
an injunction to prevent further buriais, but 
thought it only fair to notify the Cronin com- 
mittee in order to save them useless expense | 
in case the injunction were granted. Ac- 
cordingly Attorney Alexander Ciark called 
upon the committee’s secretary, Mr. Boland, 
and tola him that, although the village re- 
gretted the obligation to interfere in matters 
of that kind, it would probably stop the buri- 
alof the doctor’s remainsin the debatable 
ground. Mr. Boland was advised to notify 

Thomas Brennan of the intention of the 

Board of Trustees and confer with him as to 

the best course to pursue. 

CRONIN COMMITTEE ACTION, 

The Cronin committee 80 thoroughly ap- 
preciated this timely warning of the impend- 
ing injunction that they stole a march on the 
authorities, and early Wednesday morning 
they took the body of Dr. Cronin from the 
receiving vault ard buried it in the lot al- 
ready prepared near the Sheridan road and 
situated only 150 feet from the shore of the 
lake. The trustees are incensed and have 
lost faith in the pian of giving pointers; The 
injunction will now be asked for at once, 
and a legal fight will follow that promises a 
display of bitterness engendered primarily 
by the action of the committee in turning 
their opponents’ friendly advice into a means 
of circumventing them. 

The Cronin demonstration of next Sunday 
Will probably be carried out on the lines al- 
ready laid down by the committee in charge. 

In speaking of the reasons for the action 
of * village authorities Mr. Clark said yes- 
terday: 

“ During the small-pox epidemic of 1882 a 
large number of the bodies of victims were 
buried in Calvary, and since thea the bodies 
of persons dying of diphtheria, scarlet-fever, 
and other contagious diseases have been and 
are continually being interred. If there is 
anything in tne theory of germs these bodies 


are buried is loose and sandy, and the soak- 
ings pass with but little purification into 
the lake, and thence may be carried by 
southerly winds to the source of tthe village 
Water supply. But, outside of this, it is be- 
pugnant to every sense of decency that 
bodies should be buried nearer than the pre- 
scribed umi to the lake. The water supply 
of Chicago and suburbs ought to be like 
Ceesar’s wife, above suspicion, and cenie- 
teries Ought not to be allowed close to the 
shore of the supplying agent. 
LEGAL KESTRICTIONS, 

In 1869 the Legislature passed an act 
prohibiting the location of any cemetery 
within one mile of the lake shore in the 
Towns of Evanston and Lake View.

etery. the Evanston people have spent 
$3,000 in grading and graveling, and claim it 
would be best all around to use the ground 
for residence purposes.

VEST ON MEAT PRODUCTS. 


GHICAGO FIRMS CONTROL DRESSED- 
| BEEF BUSINESS. 


Mileage Should Be Charged on Stock Cars 
—Quarantine Regulations Would. Bear 
| Modification—One Measure Intends to 
. Prehibit the Menopoly of Storage Ca- 
pacity of Foreign Live-Stock Ships— 

The Bill Soon to Be Referred to the 
| Senate, 


W asutnoton, D. C., May 1. The report of 
the special committee of the Senate appoint- 
ed in May, 1888, on the transportation and 
sale of meat products was presented to the 
Senate today by the Chairman, Mr. Vest. It 
is a long document, accompanied by a copy 
of the testimony taken by the committee in 
prosecuting its inquiries at St. Louis, Chi- 
cago, and New York, and is signed by all the 
members of the committee—Messrs. Vest, 
Coke, Plumb, Manderson, and Farwell. 
The. several legislative measures pro- 
posed by the committee to remedy 
the evils of the traffic are 
set forth in Mr. Vest’s statement in the re- 
port of the Senate proceedings. The com- 
mittee says that when the examination of 


Witnesses began in St. Louis it was evident | 


that confficting influences were at work. es- 
pecially in the International Cattle Range 
Association, and that industrious efforts 
were being made to prevent the inquiries of 
the committee affecting infuriousiy the 
dressed-beef interests of Chicago. There 
Was no diversity of opmion among the wit- 
| and as to 

methods of 

selling beef cattle had been entirely revolu- 
tionized in the last ten years. The revolu- 
tion took the form of a concentration of the 
market for cattle at a few points, with the 


‘controlling market at Chicago. This change, 


the committee says, is due principally to the 
fact that afew enterprising men at Chicago 
are able, through their enormous capital, to 
er and control the business at that 
po y i 

The dressed-beef and canning busiaess is 
N. inthe hands of four establish- 
ments in Chicago—Armoar: & Co., Swift & 
Go., Nelson Morris & Co., and Hammond & 
Co. Whatever difference of opiniou is ex- 

ressed as to the existence of a combination 
tween these firms not to bid against each 
other in the purchase of cattle there was no 
hesitation on the rt of witnesses, even 
when obviously prejudiced in favor of the 
packers, in stating that the control of the 
market was absolutely in the grasp of these 
four houses if they chose to exercise it. As 
a result of the influence of these houses the 
committee noticed a reluctance on the part 
of ttle-raisers and commission men to 
testify to facts or opinions which might 
prejudice them in future transactions. 
Ine principal inquiry which the commit 
tee was directed to was as to the ex- 
istence of a combination “by reason of 
which the prices of beef and beef cattle have 
been so controlled and affected as to dimin- 
ish the prices paid the producer without less- 
ening the cost of meat to the consumer.”’ 

The facte developed, some of which are de- 

tailed in the report, the committee thinks 
prove overwheimmgly a combination such 
as is described in the clause of the resolu- 
uon quoted above. 
; The committee quotes a statement from 
Mr. Armour’s testimony that beef cattle had 
increased more rapidly than population dur- 
ing the last five years, from which he argued 
that the low prices of beef cattle are partly 
due to overproduction. This argument, the 
committee states, is not warranted by the 
facts, and the committee has no hesitation in 
stating that a combination exists at Chicago 
which controls the market and fixes the 
price of beef cattle in its own interest. 

The railroad trunk line, says the commit- 
tee, controls the entire meat traffic of the 
country in the interests of the railroad com- 
panies. . 

Comparing the railroad charges on a car 
of wheat and a car of dressed beef, the com- 
mittee shows a discrimination in favor of 
dressed beef of about 60 per cent. As to the 
remedies to relieve the situation the com- 


mittee says that Congress, in the bill recently 


passed by the Senate on the subject of 
gone so far as its power 
extends. State legislation must suppiement 
that by Congress to punish combines 
operating within the State lines, and active, 
intelligent officiais must be found to enforce 
the laws enacted. “If the Federal and State 
authority shall thus actin concert and the 
other legislation as to unjust discrimination 
by railroads in transporting cattle, the re- 
moval of quarantine restrictions as to Ameri- 
can cattle snipped to Great Britain, and the 
breaking upof the monopoly in the steamship 
carrying tPade of cattle to foreign ports be 


enacted we have great confidence in obtain- 


ing relief from existing evils.” 

In conclusion the committee says: 

“Tf tne cattle-raisers of the United States 
are only true to themselves, the immediate 
future promises. deliverance from present 
evils. Tntbreis no excuse for panic. The 
worst feature of the cattie trade is the fact 


that so many cows and calves are being 
_ thrown upon the market; the indication be- 


ing that producers are nic-stricken, and 
anxious to realize now without regard to the 
future. There were marketed at Chicago 
during the last year 3,023,281 cattle, of which 
from 25 to 30 per cent were cows, and 4 per 
cent were calves. 

ee The cattle-raisers of the United States 
should be and are the most competent judges 
as to their own interests, but if they will 
accept a suggestion from those whose duty 
it has been for months to examine the cattle 
question in all its aspects, they will cease 
marketing their breeding and immature 
stock and prepare for a larger supply and a 
brighter fature. It is only a question of 
time, and very brief time, when the problem 
will be that of supplying our own people 
se» pg ay without regard to foreign mar- 
ets. 

The evidence showed that on the lines east 
of Chicago the refrigerator cars in which 
dressed beef (dead meat), was conveyed re- 
ceived a miteage of three-quarters of a cent 
each way, although they Were haujed back 
empty, but improved carsin which the live 
cattle were transported, on the same roads, 
received no eq at all since June 1888 by 
resolution of the Trunk Lines Association. 
The judgment of the committee was that 
was an unjust discrimination against “live 
cattle, and the committee had reported a 
bill amending the Inter-state Commerce act 
so as to prohibit that abuse.

Accusations of Cruelty to Convier Laborers 
That Kead Le Partisan Faksehoods. 

Nasuviiie, Tepn., April . [New York 
Herald (Dem.).j—The Tenaessee Coal and 
Iron ‘company control the entire convict 
labor of the State. The profits on the six 
yeara’s labor of the human chattels 1s esti- 
mated at $100,000 per annum. This amount 


is realized from the labor of the convicts at 


the mines or the various branch prisons, 
leaving another profit on the labor of the 


convicts in the prison here, * 
and Gen. Aiger, the great dlican lead- 
ers, control the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
company, and thus reap all these benefits. 

For years the con vict lease system has been 
one which has bothered the Drains of suc- 
cessive Legisiatures. and bi- ally the as- 
sembied nes actin ay the bac a ners who 
are *‘ agin this here convict usiness,’’ 
hav hall to retire without having been able 
to alter the lease system, which has been in 
vogue in Tennessee since the war. When 
ce hate unpleasantness ended it left Tennes- 
see in a state of bankruptcy, the prison 
was annually costing from $100,000 to $150,- 
000. Other States had found ‘the lease sys- 
tem the road outof the dilem and Ten- 
nessee adopted it, to renew itas fast as the 
lease expired. 

At the last session of the Legislature there 
was strong talk ot doing away with the lease. 
Alohg with this question came that of re- 
moving the penitentiary building to some 
more suitable locauon. Ihe prison is situated 
almost in the heart of the great and growing 
City of Nashville. It is a massive stone 
building, encircled by huge stone walls. But 
with the largely increased population of tne 
State and the increase in the criminal! classes 
the builaing is entirely inadequate for the 
accommodation of the convicts. This has 
been urged as an argument in ravor of letting 
out the convicts to the various coal mines of 
the State. A tablet in front of the old péni- 
tentiary buildirg shows it to have been 
erected in 1828, when Nashville was a mere 


village. 


Now no portion of the city is more thickly 
settled, and close upon either side of the 
dreadful prisop walls are the houses ef well- 
to-do people, who raise their innocent cnil- 
dren iu the shadow of this great den of felons. 
Continuous efforts have been made to have it 
removed, but as yet without avail. 

Piatt and Alger now have under their con- 
trol 1,475 convicts, Of these there are in the 
main prison at Nashville, under sublease by 
Dr. William Morrow, President pf the Cherry 
Manufacturing company, 550 conyiets. On 
Dr. Morrow’s farm, near Nashville, there are 
100; at Oliver Springs coal mines, 100; Tracy 
City, 325: Coal Creek coal mines, 115; and 
Inman iron fields, 285. * 

The convicts of Coal Creek are subleased 
1 4 the Knoxville Iron company, and those at 
Oliver Springs by the Cumberland Coal-Min- 
5 while those employed at Tracy 
City and at Inman are under the direct con- 
trol of Platt and Alger. At Tracy City and 
at Inman the convicts are assigned to tasks 
in accordance with the strengtn of each as 
decidea by the State Physician and Assist- 
ant State Warden. If they perform these 
tasks it is all well enough, but it they fail to 
do so for several days in succession or ex- 
hibit anything like stubbornness or disobe- 
dience to the demands of the bosses em- 
ployed by Platt and Alger, Who are overanx- 
10ys to serve their masters, they are reported 
every week to the State Board of Inspectors, 
composed of the State Treasurer, Controller, 
and Secretary of State, which fixes the pun- 
ishment in accordance with the extent of the 
offense committed against the rules of the 
prison, ; 

When the decision of the A pee if un- 
favorable, reaches Piatt and rs branch 
prisons, the offending convict stripped, 
forced to lie over a log or bench, and then 
he is whipped with a leather strap. This 
punishment is also dealt ont to new convicts 
who are not well up in the rules and who use 
various subterfuges to escape work in the 
mines, 

The death rate at the branch prisons is 
twenty-five per annum per 1,000. At tne 
penitentiary in Nashville the death rate has 
been reduced by Wardeh Pearcy to fifteen 
per annum within the last three years. { 

At. this institution the convicts are em- 
ployed. in making wagons (of which sixty are 
turned out complete daily), in the manufact- 
ure of plain furniture, andes iron - molding. 
Fifty women are confined in this prison and 


| are employed eitner in washing the clothes 
of the convicts or in painting various por- 


tions of the wagons. 

Whipping at the penitentiary will hardly 
average one a week. it is at the branch 

risons that the leather strap is mostly used. 

too, there are more attempts at escape, 
but this 1s done at the risk of death, as the 
guards are instructed te sndot the men down, 
and many a poor fellow has gone into his 
grave because of a break for liberty. 

Piatt ana Alger’s agents have instructed 
the Warden and his assistants to feed the 
convicts on any food they may suggest or 
that might be desirable, for the very signifi- 
like 
negroes in slavery, will be enabled to do more 
work than those on half rations, and thus 
bring larger profits to their masters. 

Complaints have frequently been made 
against permitting convicts to roam at large 
in this city, where they are farmed out and 
domiciled among respectable people as serv- 
ants, and also employed as laborers in 
citizens’ ciothes at different places. 
The Chief of Police addressed a 
note to the Board of Public Works and 
Affairs relative to convicts on the streets, 
and it was referred to the City Attorney for 


‘his opinion as to the rights of the municipal 


authorities in the premises. Today Attorney 
Anderson returned his report, showing cleat- 
ly that the practice was a violation of the 
State’s laws and suggesting that the Warden 
of the prison be requested to put.a stop to 
the matter. Ifthis is not done Mr. Anderson 
suggests that the cotivicts be arrested and 
the matter then be brought to the attention 
of the courts. He would also have the prison 
officials indicted. 

The prison officials have been duly notified 
that such action will be taken if reform is 
not instituted. :
